1.  Reference  letter  FTD  (TDET/UFO),  Wright-Patterson  AFB, 
Ohio,  with  two  attachments  from  Mather  AFB,  California. 
Flight  Operations,  SMBOB,  records  do  not  indicate  any  UFO 
sightings  or  aircraft  in  the  area  at  2051  hours,  27  August 
19^57 . 


2.  Inquiry  revealed  that  at  2056  hours,  26  August  1967, 
the  Security  Police  Division,  BPC,  received  several  tele- 
phonic reports  of  UFO  sightings;  however,  no  one  at  the 
Control  Tower  observed  those  sightings  or  airci’aft  in  the 
area.
